i A. IN MARCH 1967 CAHELM-l TOLD US HE WANTED HIS SON 

TO PARTICIPATE IN A GROUP TOUR OF THE SOVIET UNION PRIOR TO 
HIS VISIT TO WOLADY. WE STRONGLY RECOMMENDED AGAINST THIS 
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NOT ONLY BECAUSE OF CAHELH-1* S AFFILIATION WITH US BUT 
BECAUSE OF HIS PREVIOUS AFFILIATION WITH CAVATA WHICH 
HAY BE WELL KNOWN TO THE SOVIETS. CAHELH-1 SUBSEQUENTLY 
ADVISED US THAT HIS SON WAS NOT GOING BECAUSE THE GROUP 
TOUR WAS OVER-SUBSCRIBED. HOWEVER, ON 23 HAY, HE SAID 
IE WANTED TO HAXE A CONFESSION, AND TOLD THE UNDERSIGNED 
THAT HIS SON HAD IN FACT PARTICIPATED IN THE TOUR, AND WAS 
RETURNING ON THE EVENING OF 23 HAY. THE TOUR LASTED FROH 
8 HAY TO 23 HAY, AND WAS COHPRISED OF A GROUP OF ABOUT FOUR 
HJNDRED PERSONS BEARING THE NAHE "FREEDOH TRAIN”, ORGANIZED 
BY THE PEACE COHHITTEE OF LAND HESSEN. ACCORDING TO 
CAHELH-1 THE ORGANIZERS OF THE TOUR WERE PROBABLY COHHUNISTS 
BUT HOST OF THE PARTICIPANTS WERE NOT. WE ADVISED CAHELH-1 
THAT WE WOULD BEAR NO RESPONSIBILITY FOR ANY EHBARASSHENT 
CR DIFFICULTIES TO HIS SON WHICH HIGHT RESULT FROH THIS TRIP 
EVEN IF WE ARE ABLE TO PROVIDE HI H WITH A CONTACT IN WOLADY 
WHO HAY BE ABLE TO HELP HIH IN THE EVENT OF OTHER DIFFICULTIES. 

5. IT IS REQUESTED THAT HEADQUARTERS ADVISE WHETHER IT 
IS FEASIBLE TO INPLINENT THE PROPOSAL IN PARAGRAPH 3, OR TO 
COHPLY WITH CAHELH-1 *S REQUEST IN SOHE OTHER WAY, PRIOR TO 
THE SON* S 16 JUNE DEPARTURE DATE. 
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
